Hughes Speaks Plainly. 

Secretary Hughes made it plain, @ 
few wecks ago, that his government 
was not being informed, by either 
Britaia or Japan, as to the status 
of the negotiations with regard to 
America. 

At the same time, dominion rep- 
resentatives at the imperial confer- 
ence in London were insisting that 
in the event of the treaty's renewal 
every precaution should be taken to 
observe the interests of the United 
States. 

Within the past week, dispatches 
from London have indicated that if 
the alliance were not renewed, it 


at least would be extended for an- 
other year. 

The aim of the alliance, accora- 
ing to Ambassador Shidehara, is 
“permanently to preserve and con- 
solidate the peace of the Far East.” 

Originally concluded in 1902, the 
alliance was revised in 1911, when a 
clause was inserted providing that 
if either nation party should con- 
clude a treaty of general arbitra- 
tion with a third power, nothing in 
the agreement would obligate that 
nation to go to war with the power 
with which such a treaty of arbi- 
tration was in force. 

Any plan designed to remove pos~- 
sibility of an armed conflict be- 
tween the United States and Eng: 
land was agreeable to Japan, Shide- 
hara points out, and in 1911 nego- 
tiations were in progress between 
London and Washington for a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty. . 

“The same policy inspires Japan 
as strongly today as ever before,” 
Shidehara says. “It has not, in any 
degree, been affected by the fact 
that the Anglo-American arbitration 
treaty failed to secure the approval 
of the United States senate.” 

Special Treaty. 

It is not necessary, he adds, to 
consider whether the peace commis- 
sion treaty, signed and. ratified by 
the United States and Britain ‘n 
1914, should be construed as a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty within the 
meaning of the special provisions 
of the Anglo-Japanese agreement.

Present System Bad. 


The 4 Wsent treatment of depos- 
itors in e postal savings banks, 
he believes, amounts “almost to 
fraud.”

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PACT AFTERMATH 
ORRIES BRITAIN 
ON TWO FEATURES 


Indemnity and Repara- 
tions Issues Troubling 
Government— Public 
Clamors for Economy. 


ALLIED CONFERENCE 
IS PROBABLE SOON 


Near East Situation, Also 
Rapidly Approaching 
Crisis, Adds to Diplo- 
matic Entanglements.

London, July 3.—The ‘British gov- 
ernment will embark shortly on a 
determined attempt to dispose per- 
manently of the indemnity and rep- 
arations issues, two of the most 
troublesome aftermaths of t he 
Versailles treaty. 

Pressure is being brought to bear 
on the, cabinet from both without 
and within thecountry. To hasten 
a final settlement of both problems. 
if the German government is to sur- 
vive, it is imperative that the 
Silesian dispute be cleared up and 
allied troops be withdrawn from the 
Ruhr. On the other hand, the im- 
pending withdrawal of American 
troops from the Rhine is causing a 
good deal of uneasiness to some 
English officials, who believe that 
Germany will take every advantage 
of the diminution of the armies of 
occupation. 

Big business all over England is 
demanding revocation of the 26 
per cent tariff on German exports 
which was fixed by the supreme 
council. The public is just as vig- 
orously clamoring for a drastic 
curtailment of governmental ex- 
penses, which can come only with 
the settlement of indemnity terms 
and the resumption of trade. 

George Convinced, 

Lloyd-George is convinced that 
the Wirth government is entirely 
capable of fulfilling the maximum 
demanded from Germany under the 
treaty of Versailles. Should Wirth 
be overthrown, it is inevitable that 
each succeeding cabinet would be 
proportionately weaker and the 
allies’ chances of obtaining compen- 
sation would diminish correspond- 


Itis probable that an inter-allied 
conference will be called as soon as 
the British imperial conference is 
disbanded, to consider both Ger- 
man and Near East questions. 

The situation in the Near East is 
rapidly approaching a crisis, it is 
believed, and by the time the allied 
heads meet again, will be ripe for 
definite action on the part of Eng- 
land, France and Italy. 

Constantine Blacklisted. 

King Constantine of Greece has 
been irrevocably blacklisted by the 
allies, who are merely “giving him 
plenty of rope to hang himself and 
so save them the trouble.” in the 
words of a Downing street official. 

It is understood that the Turks 
have reached an understanding with 
France and Italy, promising not to 
invade Constantinople. Turkey has 
failed to conform to parts of the 


treaty of Sevres, however. and a 
snowdeut on these points. will 
promably follow the end of the 
Turco-Greece conflict. 

Great Britain’s present active in- 
terest in an immediate solution of 
Near Eastern and Silesian difficul- 
ties is largely due to British annie- 
ty for a revival of autumn trade. 
which is regarded as impossible as 
long as the internal affairs of Eu- 
rope remain topsy-turvy.

“For moregthan two years the re-

Semenoff, anti-bolshevik leader in 
Bastern Siberia, and General Merk- 
uloff, head of the provisional gov- 
ernment in Viadivostok, are immi- 
nent, it is indicated in dispatches 
received here. Semenoff is at Grod- 
ekova, near the Manchurian fron- 
tier, to which city he retired after 
having been refused admittance to 
Viadivostok. He was accompanied 
te Grodekova by a Japanese convoy 
and it is said that many of his fol- 
lowers who attempted to leave 
Viadivostok and follow him were 
arrested by the provisional govern- 
ment here. 

A detachment of Semenoff’s 
troops is said to be advancing from 
Iman toward Viadivostok and 
Merkuloff is reported to be con- 
centrating troops in the outskirts 
of the city. 

Merkuloff is declared to be al- 
most as unpopular ag Semenoff, be- 
cause of his acts of repression and 
the confiscation of goods by his 
men. ere is a growing demand 
for the recouvocation of the peo- 
ple’s assembly, which was dissolved 
by Merkuloff. 

Intercepted telegrams from Gen- 
eral Tachibana, commander of the 
Japanese troops in the maritime 
province to the war office in Tokio 
are said to have declared that con- 
sular opposition to Semenoff, fric- 
tion between Semenoff and General 
Merkuloff and the failure of the 
invasion of Southern Siberia by 
General Baron Ungern-Sternberg 
have led to an alteration of Japa- 
nese plans and forced a “concilia- 
tory attitude’ toward the govern- 
ment of the Far Eastern republic 
at Chita. 


JAPS ORDER 
SEMENOFF’S ARREST. 


Vladivostok, July 3.—The Japa- 
nese command here, a@s.a denial of 
the accusation made in some quar- 
ters that the Japanese aided Gen- 
eral Semenoff, the anti-bolshevik 
leader, to escape from Viadivostok, 
has issued orders for his arrest ‘if 
he threatens ¢o unications be- 
tween Viadivostok and the outside 
world. 

This action is interpreted here to 
mean that the Japanese will not 
permit Semenoff to’ inaugurate an 
armed local revolution.

Washington, July 3.—The cost of 
running the United States govern- 
ment during the fiscal year which 
ended Friday was $5,115,927,689, ae- 
cording to the treasury  depart- 
ment’s statement for the close of 
business June 39. The figures, 
however, are subject to final ad- 
justment. Revenues from al] 
sources, although showing a drop 
of a billion under the previous year. 
amounted to  $5,624,932,960, and 
there was a balance of cash'in the 
general fund amounting to $549,- 
678,105, enough to meet expenses 
for several days. Expenditures ay- 


| eraged around forty million dollars 


a day for the week before the fiscal 
year ended. 

For the year ending June 380, 1920, 
the government’s income was $6,- 
694,565,388, and its expenditures 
$6,403,343,841. All types of taxes 
collected during the 1921 year 
showed losses compared with 1920 
returns, but the big decrease was 
in the income and profits _levy, 
which produced $3,206,046,157 in 
1921 and $3,944,949,287 the previous 
yéar. During the 1921 year the 
government obtained $8,864,998,322 
trom sales of its securities, and re- 
tired $9,182,207,170 worth of se- 
curities. Listed in the ordinary dis- 
bursements was $999,144,731 paid 
during the year as interest on all 
classes of debts. ,

To American Manufacturers 


BY WALTER B. BROWN, 
Editor New York Commercial. 
(Written for the United News.) 
New York, July 3.—Further cuts 

are being made in automobile 
prices; this time among the higher- 
priced cars. There is an increasing 
demand for the lower-priced cars 
and some of the well-known con- 
cerns have returned to full capacity 
and have announced that they will 
continue at that rate for the re- 
mainder of the year. 

Probably the most important 
event of the week from the domes- 
tic standpoint hag been the report- 
ing of the new tariff bill on the 
floor of the house of representa- 
tives by the ways and means com- 
mittee. Considered from a republic- 
an standpoint, it is a masterplece 
of legislative construction and from 
the democratic standpoint nothing 
short of a menace; from a non-par- 
tisan viewpoint it is a much saner 
document than was hoped for, a8 an 
attempt has been made to meet the 
requirements of an exceedingly com- 
plex situation. 

Revenue Producer. 

The bill had to be @ revenue pro- 
ducer; it must protect American in- 
dustries from ruinous competition; 
and at the game time make it pos- 
sible for us to barter with other 
countries where our interests other- 
wise would be jeopardized. How 


far it has accomplished these pur-} 


poses in its framing remains to be 
seen. Some disappointment ig ex- 
pressed in regard to its revenue pro- 
ducing properties, as the treasury 
actually expects it to yield only 
about $400,000,0000. 

While this is a larger amount 
than ever obtained from customs 
duties in the history of the nation, 
it is considerably below the ,ex- 
pected yield of $700,000,000, which 
was the goal when the drafting of 
the tariff bill was begun several 
months ago. 

The lower estimate, however, 
takes into consideration the smaller 
volume of imports and the shrink- 
age in values. -It was expected that 
the higher figure would represent 
a gain of something like half a bil- 
lion dollars in revenue, which would 
go a long way toward relieving the 
country of: so much obnoxious and 
burdensome taxation, If the total 
revenue from the tariff bill amounts 
to not more than $400,000,000 it will 
mean increased revenues of but $75,- 
000,000, or not enough to offset tax 
losses. 

Many hold to the opinion that 
that protection to American indus- 
tries has been overdone. While the 
bill erects a high tariff wall around 
new industries which is wholly jus- 
tiflable, it also erects a pretty fair 
sized wall around~-industries quite 
capable of taking care of them- 


selves, 
Auto Men Like It. 


Of:all industries affected by the 
bill, only one has shown a broad- 
gauge grasp of the situation. The 
automobile manufacturers consent- 
ed to a lower rate of duty in the 
expectation that foreign countrics 
would be likely to reduce their du- 
ties on American machines or elim- 
inate them altogether. American 
manufacturers are willing to take 
chances of competition with foreign 
cars offered in this country if they 
can be allowed to enter foreign 
countries with American machines. 
It means that they have faith 
enough in their own product to 
match them against anything any 
foreign producer can offer. It Is 
the right principle in that {ft will 
broaden the American market Into 
a world market. It is a principle 
that could well be applied to other 
industries. 

The bartering principles was add- 
ed at the request of President Har- 


ding, although it is probable that 
something of the character would 
have been included in any event. 
With this country now a_ creditor 
nation, our old time tariff ideas 
have had to be revised, and we must 
not Keep imports out from those 
countries which can pay their debts 
to us only in goods. The president 
has power under the new Dill to 
enter into reciprocal agreements 
with other countries, so that the 
tariff after all will be more or less 
of an elastie proposition that can 
be made to fit particular conditions. 
Even as presented, it is still far 
from perfect, and will undoubted- 
ly undergo many modifications be- 
fore it is finally enacted into law. 


COMMODITY PRICES 
CONTINUE DECLINES 


Continuance of a downward price 
trend is reflected in the compre- 
hensive list of wholesale commodity 
@uotations compiled by Dun’s Re- 
view, total changes last week num- 
bering 75, of which 52 were reces- 
sions and 23 advances. Week bDe- 
fore last, out of 68 alterations, there 
were 51 declines, while in this 
week a year ago the reductions 
numbered 51 and the increases 18. 

All grains were under consider- 
able pressure, due mainly to in- 
creased offerings of the new crop. 
The early setback in prices, how- 
ever, was partially regained on good 
export buying. Live beef and sheep 
were weakened by liberal market- 
ings, but a fairly active demand 
gave support to hogs. Provisions 
were firm, as a whole, in respdnse 
to the situation in the raw material. 
Smaller receipts than expected had 
a strengthening effect on al] grades 
of butter, while a growing scarci- 
ty of supplies was reflected in a 
further rise in desirable-quality 
ezgs. High-grade cheese also dis- 
played a firmer tendency, owing 
mainly to reports of increased 
atrength in producing sections. 

No essential change in conditions 
{s discernible in the iron and steel 
industry, where demands continue 
meager and competition for business 
results in a gradual downward re- 
adjustment of »’prices. The dry goods 
markets reflect the quietness usual 
at this period, but no additional 
price reductions of importance are 
noted and more firmness developed 
in cottons, following the improve- 
ment in raw material. The price 
situation in hides and leather is 
decidedly irregular, with advances 
in some quarters and declines in 
others. 


FAILURES SHOW GAINS 
EXCEPT IN EASTERN U.S. 


Some increase in failures last 
week followed reduction of the week 
before, defaults in the United States 
numbering 303. This total com- 
pares with 276 week before last or 
27 more insolvencies, but is 26 less 
than the number reportea to R. G. 
Dun & Co. three weeks ago. Ex- 
cepting in the east, where there is 
a falling off of 6 failures, the num- 
ber last week was larger than the 
week before in each of the geo- 
graphical sections included in the 
statement, there being an increase 
of 13 in the south, 14 in the west 
and 6 on the Pacific coast. With 
152 defaults involving $5,000 or 
more of liabilities in each case the 
ratio of such insolvencies to the 
aggregate number last week ig 50.2 
per cent, as against 49.6 per cent 
week before last and 60.2 per cent in 
last week a vear ago, when there 
—s zt such failures out of a total 
of 118.

$7 WINTER WHEAT, 
SAY OBSERVERS 


Chicago, July 3.—Crop conditions, 
more than anything else, are ab- 
sorbing attention of traders. Many 
of them are out of town, taking ad- 
vantage of a three-day holiday to 
obtain first-hand information of 
growing crops. 

The situation in wheat is consid- 
ered a strong one, and a number of 
conservative operators are forecast- 
ing $2 a bushel for the 1921 wheat 
crop, sume estimates going higher. 
Traders say that there is now little 
doubt that the new crop will be no 
greater than last year. 

Highest prices will be experienced 
during the end of the crop year, in 
the opinion of usually well-informed 
operators. 

Many surprises were introduced 
during the week just closed. The 
price action in wheat was rapid as 
well as forceful. Failure of the mar- 
ket to respond to bullish crop news 
caused a little wonderment and dis- 
couraged bulls generally. It reveal- 
ed the pronounced disinterest on the 
part of the speculative public. Yet 
the market received good support 
on the breaks and several decided 
rallies were staged. 

Net changes in prices for the 
week showed a sharp decline in 
July wheat and a moderate dip tn 
September. Corn prices are being 
influenced by the trend of wheat 
and oats In developing strength. The 
best price attained by July wheat 
during the week was $1.301-2; the 
lowest $1.18. July corn high was 
63, low 57 1-4; Jerty oats, high 38 1-2, 
low 35. 

"QXxport intefest {n the market has 
teen spasmodic, giving further evi- 
dence of the inclination of foreign- 
ers to buy only on major setbacks. 

Price losses In spot wheat were 
rather sharp, especially for winter 
wheat grades. Demand for red win- 
ter was less than for hard winter. 
Very little spring wheat is coming 
to this market at present. 


BANK CLEARINGS SHOW 
CONTINUED LOSSES 


A further widening of the mar- 
gin of decrease in vank clearings 
appears in last week's returns, an 
aggregate of $5,549,592,851 at twen- 
ty cities in the United States, as 
reported to Dun’s Review, repre- 
senting losses of 29.6 and 19.1 per 
cent, respectively, from the figures 
of the two immediately preceding 
years. Week before last the reduc- 
tion from the 1920 total was 23.1 per 
cent, while the falling off from 
the clearings of two years ago was 
14.3 per cent. Without exception. 
last week’s clearings are smaller 
than those of last year at all cities 
included in the statement, although 
the decrease at Logs Angeles is tri- 
fling. At the nineteen cities out- 
side of New York, the total is 29.8 
per cent less than that of 1920. 
and there is a contraction of 29.4 
per cent at New York city. For 
the month of June, average daily 
clearings were 22.9 per cent below 
the average for a similar period 
last year.

RAIL BOARD 
DENIES STRIKE PAY. 

Chicago, July 38.—-The claims of 
clerical employees of the Erie rail- 
road and the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na and Western railroad for: pay 
for time lost during an unauthor- 
ized strike of train and engine 
service employees of the roads in 
April, 1920, was denied by the 
United States railroad labor board 
in a decision made public today. 

The board also denied a request 
by station and teelgraph employees 
of the Wabash railroad for an ad- 
justment of inequalities in their 
rates of pay. The request of the 
employees involved an increase of 
$.0034 per hour to all positions in 
the station and telegyaphic service 
in addition to increases previously 
granted by the board. 

The lost time claims made by the 
Brotherhood of Railway and Steam- 
ship Clerks, Freight Handlers, Ex- 
press and Station Employees, con- 
tended that the clerks’ | national 
agreement provides for six days’ 
work per week and that the em- 
ployees who -were required to sus- 
pend work’ during the period of 
the strike should be reimbursed for 
all time lost. 

The carriers contended that they 
had a right to reduce forces when 
conditions justified and that the 
employees in question were laid off 
six to: eight days each at a time 
when no one could anticipate how 
long they. would be out of service. 
The carriers also contended that at 
the time the national agreement 
was negotiated the conditions which

Laying the downfall of young girls 
in Atlanta to automabile rides in 


the night, Rev, John W. Ham, pastor 
of the Baptist Tabernacle, scored 
the alleged destroyers of their vir- 
tue in his sermon Sunday night, and 
ceclared that he intends to appeal 
to the board of Fulton county com- 
missioners to place additional pa- 
trolling officers on the roads ofthe 
county. 

Pleasure rides have become a 
menace to the morals of Atlanta, as- 
serted the pastor, who charged that 
young men are.purchasing dope and 
taking girls between the ages of 
fourteen and seventeen years out on 
night rides, stopping at wayside 
pop stands and chicken houses to 
purchase drinks. In the semi-dark- 
ness, he says, the dope is slipped 
into the drinks unknown to the girl. 
She takes what she believes to be a 
harmless drink, and in a short time 
it so affects her that she loses all 
moral sensibility. 

“The girls are not wholly to 
blame for this condition,” he con- 
tinued. “In nine cases out of ten the 
responsibility is 6n the mothers,

who exercise no control over the 
girls. The worst need this country 
has is some old-fashioned ‘mam- 
mies,’ who administer the rod, if 
necessary.” 

Dr. Ham stated that young wom- 
en at parties and other social 
functions have begun to imbibe 
liquor as freely as the men. He de- 
scribed to his congregation an inci- 
dent when he said seven young 
women fell dead drunk recently on 
a club floor.
